New Judeo-Christian Era Foreseen 
INDIANAPOLIS, Indiana. Percy Simmons, chairman 
of the Indianapolis chapter of the American Jewish 
Committee, has termed the Vatican Council’s Declara- 
tion on the Jews “a turning point in 1,900 years of 
Judeo-Christian history . . . The climax to an un- 
precedented effort to bring about a new era in relations 
between Christians and Jews.” 

Simmons the hope that the declaration 
would help “purify the climate of relations between 
Christians and Jews throughout the world.” 

Morris Abram, national president of the American 
Jewish Committeé, called its adoption “an act of jus- 


tice long overdue,” and expressed the hope that the 
declaration would afford “new opportunities for im- 
proved interreligious understanding and cooperation 
throughout the world.” 


Says Catholics Also to Blame 

NEW YORK, New York. Gerard Sherry, editor of 
Atlanta’s archdiocesan Georgia Bulletin, in accepting 
the James J. Hoey Award for Interracial Justice said 
that many Catholics are among those who “blatantly 
ignore the law and do their best to keep the Negro in 
his slum ghetto.” 

Sherry, who shared the award with James R. Dump- 
son, former New York welfare commissioner, said that 
we tend to lay most of the blame for persecution of 
Negroes and Jews on white Anglo-Saxon Protestants. 
“But let us face reality,” he added. “Among Catholics 
there are many tarred with the same brush of pre- 
pres and bigotry.”

Survey Negro Attitudes toward Jews 

CHICAGO, Illinois. A survey conducted by the Anti- 
Defamation League of B’nai B’rith disclosed that Ne- 
groes feel more friendly toward Jews than toward other 
whites. 

Seventeen per cent of Negroes questioned in New 

York City considered Jewish landlords superior to those 
of other faiths. Nationwide interviews showed an even 
higher figure. 
Other results of the survey indicated that Negroes 
regarded Jews as better to work for and better in the 
hiring of Negroes than other white employers. Forty- 
five per cent felt that Jews were more strongly in favor 
of civil rights than non-Jews. 

The study was commisioned by the Anti-Defamation 
League in 1961 to examine anti-Semitism and to dis- 
cover more efficient methods of combating it. 


Pray Forgiveness for Assault on Negro Children 
GRENADA, Mississippi. Grenada’s white citizens dem- 
onstrated their repentance of the asault on Negro 
school children who attempted to integrate the town’s 
schools this fall by a public display of remorse on the 
Sunday following the attempt. 

The Rev. C. B. Burt in his sermon attacked the 
“bestiality” of the whites who used clubs and chains to 
prevent the integration of two previously all-white 
schools. He said he was not accusing his congregation 
of the crime but was wondering if they had done any- 
thing to forestall it. Mr. Burt confessed to “a deep 
sense of guilt and shame” for not himself having been 
more outspoken in behalf of justice, law, and order. 

“If the cutting edge of the gospel of love,” said the 
minister, “cannot sever the bonds of prejudice, nothing 
can. If the church has nothing to offer at this time, it 
better close its doors and hide its head in shame.” _. 

More than half the congregation of nearly 500 knelt 
in tears before the altar to pray for forgiveness.
